MATx, 
the firm’s pioneering materials- 
research unit, engages teaching, 
writing and applied creative 
production across the fields of 
electronics, architecture and ma- 
terial design.

Fluid movement 

On October 21, artist Janet 
Echelman discusses her vision 
for transformative public art in a 


lecture co-sponsored by the Loeb 
Fellowship Program at Harvard 
University. 

Through her art, Echelman 
reshapes urban airspace with 
monumental public sculptures 


that respond to environmental 
forces such as wind, water and 
sunlight. 

This year, the artist inaugu- 
rates two major art commissions 
in North America. A 100-foot-tall 
sculpture makes the pattern of 
desert winds visible to the human 
eye and casts intricate shadow 
drawings onto the ground for the 
Phoenix Civic Space in Arizona. 
The Richmond Olympic Oval, 
an official venue for the 2010 
Vancouver Olympic Winter 
Games, takes the runoff water 
from the building’s five-acre roof 
and transforms it into a water 
garden intersected by red curved 
pedestrian bridges, “water-draw- 
ing” aeration fountains, and red 
and orange, netted “sky lanterns” 
that respond to the wind. 
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The BSA welcomes a new executive director 


TOM KEANE, a Boston civic leader and long-time 
member of the BSA community, joined the BSA as 
its new executive director in late July. 

An attorney, Tom comes to the BSA with diverse 
corporate, public and nonprofit experience. He 
launched companies and held senior management 
positions in several business sections, was a general 
partner in Murphy & Partners and was a regular 
columnist for the Boston Herald and Boston Globe 
Magazine. During his six-year tenure as a Boston 
city councilor in the 1990s, Tom focused significant- 
ly on matters of design, architecture, development, 
preservation and the ways in which they fundamen- 
tally affect communities and individuals. 

His commitment to these issues led the BSA 
to invite Tom to serve as a public director on the 
BSA’s board of directors from 2000 through 2004. 
At the end of his term, Tom was made an honorary 
member. He also served on the editorial board of 
ArchitectureBoston and currently serves as a trustee 
of the Boston Foundation for Architecture. 

During the extensive national search for the 
BSA’s new executive director, the BSA Search 
Committee, chaired by Peter Wiederspahn AIA, 
worked with the executive search firm of E. Catlin 
Donnelly & Associates. The Search Committee 
recommended Tom, and the entire BSA board en- 
thusiastically supported this choice.

Psyching out the future 

Paul Nakazawa AIA—an inter- 
national practice and business 
strategist/coach to renowned 
professionals in the fields of ar- 
chitecture, landscape architecture 
and urbanism—leads a discussion 
about the present and future di- 
rections of practice on September 
24 at The Architects Building. 

A second-generation archi-

Nakazawa is a GSD 
faculty member and served as 
treasurer of the BSA during the 
economic recession of the early 
1990s. 


Rethinking urban personal 
mobility 
William J. Mitchell FRAIA, 
director of the Smart Cities group 
at the MIT Media Laboratory and 
the MIT Design Laboratory, kicks 
off a conversation about new con- 
cepts of urban personal mobility 
on October 14 at The Architects 
Building.

The stretch code, revisited 


MASSACHUSETTS’ GREEN COMMUNITIES ACT 
provides incentives and guidelines for cities and 
towns seeking to promote sustainable practices 
and development. However, an optional enhanced 
“stretch” state energy code was recently developed to 
promote the reduction of energy use in buildings not 
only for Green Communities, but for any commu- 
nity choosing to adopt stricter energy-conservation 
measures. 

In the July/August ChapterLetter, the sidebar 
to the “In Focus” story on the stretch code (page 
16) incorrectly stated that “state officials expect the 
implementation of the stretch code to meet opposi- 
tion from towns and municipalities.” This statement 
should have identified contractors and builders as 
potential opponents of stricter energy-conservation 
requirements. Organizations representing these 
interests opposed the adoption of the stretch code 
by the Board of Building Regulations and Standards 
(BBRS). 

Cities and towns are under no obligation to 
adopt the stretch code unless they are pursuing 


designation as a Green Community. But the hope 

is that the stretch code, along with the mandatory 
adoption of the latest national model energy code, 
will progressively raise the bar for new construction 
and renovation in both residential and commercial 
buildings statewide. 

Because adoption of the stretch code requires a 
concurrency period during which an applicant can 
choose to comply with the base code requirements, 
the transition allows for a period of adjustment 
with a minimum of inconvenience. The BBRS has 
mandated a concurrency period of no less than six 
months beginning either January 1 or July 1, depend- 
ing on the date of adoption. Stay tuned for future 
updates.
